SCENES 
ENACTED 


Warsaw, May 2.—Nearly 100 per- 
Bons were killed or wounded In dis- 
turbances in various auarterB of War- 
sav/. The troops apparently were un- 
controllable, and violated all orders to 
act with moderation. They fired into 
crowds of demonstrators, and work- 
men in retaliation resorted to the U30 
of firearms and bombs. Many women 
and chlldnen ore among the dead and 
dying. What approaches a reign of 
terror exists; the city presents a most 
gloomy aspect, and the temper of tho 
entire community augura ill. 


May Day opened with every pros- 
pect that the recent gloomy forebod- 
ings would 
find 
contradiction in a 
peaceful 
ending. 
Glorious 
weather 
ushered in the beginning of the cele- 
brations, and all factories, shops and 
offices 
of 
every 
description 
were 
closed. 
The 
streets were crowded 
from early In the morning with gaily 
dressed people and troops. Children 
everywhere enjoyed themselves in the 
warm sunshine. The presence of nu- 
merous patrols of Cossack cavalry and 
intantry were the only reminders of 
lurking danger. 


No untoward incident was reported 
until afternoon. The first disturbance 
occurred when a procession of several 
thousand workmen, carrying red flags, 
marched along Zelazna street. 
The 
demonstration was orderly and pro- 
ceeded without molestation for Bome 
distance. 
Suddenly several squadrong 
of Uhlans appeared, but without in- 
terfering with the procession, and took 
upaposition along the sidewalks while 
the workmen passed through tlie lines. 
Then a company of infantry approach- 
ed from the front, and immediately 
the cavalry charged into the proces- 
sion, driving it with the flat of their 
swords 
Into 
a 
disorganised 
siass. 
When the cavalry withdrew the infan- 
try 
fired 
a volley, whereupon 
the 
demonstrators turned and 
fled. 
The 
infantry continued to discharge vol* 
leys into the retreating, shrieking mul- 
titude. Thirty-one persons were killed 
and many wounded, and of the latter 
It is believed that 15 will die. 


The shooting is described as having 
been quite unprovoked. It hag aroused 
the most intense indignation among all 
classes in "Warsaw. Many of these- who 
were killed or wounded were shot In 
the back, showing that they were run- 
ning away when they were struck. 


Another terrible scene was enacted 
three 
hours later at the corner of 
Zlota and Sosnore streets, when work- 
men fired from behind a wall at & pa- 
trol, which Immediately opened lire 
on 
the 
passing 
crowds, killing or 
wounding 20 persons. 


The first bomb throwing occurred 
last night, when a bomb was thrown 
into a Cossack patrol near the Vienna 
station. Three Cossacks and one po- 
liceman were killed and two womon, 
who were leaving the station at the 
time, were severely wounded by the 
explosion of the bomb. Cossacks and 
Infantry fired a number of volleys, and 
It is reported that many persons were 
killed or wounded. Troops surrounded 
the whole neighborhood, Tt has been 
ImpoBBible up to the present time to 
secure accurate information as to the 
casualties In this affair.

Warsaw, May 2.—Neariy 100 per- 
Bons %vere killed or wounded in dis­ 
turbances in various quarters of War- 
sav/. The troops apparently were un­ 
controllable. and violated all orders to 
act with moderation. They fired into 
crowds of demonstrators, and work­ 
men In retaliation resorted to the uso 
of firearms and bombs. Many women 
and childr.en are among the dead and 
dying. What approaches a reign of 
terror exists; the city presents a most 
gloomy aspect, and the temper of the 
entire community augurg ill. 
May Day opened with every pros­ 
pect that the recent gloomy forebod­ 
ings w’ould find contradiction in a 
peaceful 
ending. 
Glorious 
weather 
ushered in the beginning of the cele­ 
brations, and all factories, shops and 
omces 
of 
every 
description 
were 
closed. 
The 
streets were crowded 
from early In the morning with gaily 
dressed people and troops. Children 
everywhere enjoj^ed themselves in the 
w^arm sunshine. The presence of nu­ 
merous patrols of Cossack cavalry and 
infantry were the only reminders of 
lurking danger. 
No untoward incident was reported 
until afternoon. The first disturbance 
occurred when a procession of several 
thousand workmen, carrying red flags, 
marched along Zelazna street. 
Tho 
demonstration was orderly and pro­ 
ceeded without molestation for some 
distance. Suddenly several squadron» 
of Uhlans appeared, but without in­ 
terfering with the procession, and took 
upaposition along the sidewalks while 
the workmen passed through tlie lines. 
Then a company of infantry approach­ 
ed from the front, and Immediately 
the cavalry charged into tho proces­ 
sion, driving it with the flat of their 
swords into 
a dlsorganifif^d 
axas». 
When the cavalry withdrew the infan­ 
try fired a volley, whereupon 
the 
demonstrators turned and fled. 
The 
infantry continued to discharge t o I 
leys into the retreating, shrieking mul- 
titude. Thirty-one persons were killed 
and many wounded, and of the latter 
It is believed that 15 will die. 
The shooting is described as having 
been quite unprovoked. It has aroused 
the most intense indignation omong all 
classes in Warsaw. Many of those who 
were killed or wounded were shot in 
the bade, showing that they were run­ 
ning away when they were struck. 
Another terrible scene was enacted 
three 
hours later at the corner of 
Zlota and Sosnore streets, when work­ 
men fired from behind a wall at a pa­ 
trol, which immediately opened lire 
on 
the 
passing 
crowds, killing or 
W'ounding 20 persons. 
The first bomb throwing occurred 
last night, when a bomb was thrown 
into a Cossack patrol near the Vienna 
station. Three Cossacks and one po­ 
liceman were killed and two women, 
who were leaving the station at the 
time, W’ere severely wounded by tho 
explosion of the bomb. Cossacks and 
Infantry fired a number of voUeys, and 
it is reported that many persons were 
killed or w'ounded. Troops surrounded 
the w'hole neighborhood. It has been 
Impossible up to the present time to 
secure accurate information as to the 
casualties in this affair. 
Later disturbances broke out at the 
Zombkowslca gate of. the suburb of 
Praga, across the Vistula* river. 
A 
great crowd had assembled there, 
threatening the troops, when hussars 
fired upon the crowed and killed four 
and wounded many others. 
It was reported by telephone from 
Lodz that a crowd there had stoned a 
military patrol, whereupon the sol­ 
diers fired and killed two men and 
wounded a boy. Later a similar scene 
occurred in Baluekl gquare, in Lods, 
when two persons were killed. 
In Lodz also last night a bomb was 
thrown at a patrol, but It was not ef­ 
fective. Thepatrol ¿red Into the crow4 
and killed three and wounded two per­ 
sons. 
A student who was 
distributing 
proclamations In Wola, a suburb of 
Warsaw, was killed by a patrol. 
In Nawrot street, Warsaw, a patrol 
killed a woman. 
The bloodshed is likely to very seri­ 
ously affect the situation and may 
cause a general strike. The temper of 
the people is at white heat, and there 
is much apprehension regarding’ the 
possible events of May 6, the 114th

Into an Open Switch, 


York, April 29.—Running at the rate of 
30 miles an hour the passenger train on 
the Pennsylvania railroad, due in Hanov- 
er from Philadelphia at 9:02 p. m., last 
evennig ran into an open switch near the 
Diamond silk mill, a short distance east of 
York, and crashed into a draft of freight 
cars standing on the siding. Railroad of- 
ficials in York say there is some indica- 
tions that the accident was the result of 
an attempt at train wrecking. Wliilenone 
of the paaeeiigere were seriously injured, 
few escaped without bruises or scratehee. 


The train Was made up of baggage and 
express cars, two day coaches and a par- 
lor car. When the collision occurred one 
of the box cars was lifted off the rhe rails 
by the locomotive and piled on its end. 
The engineer remained at the throttle and 
brought the train to a etandetill. Three 
box cars were wrecked. The paweenger 
train withstood All the shock of the colli- 
sion, but one coach being derailed. Many 
of the windows were broken. 


The accident occurred on the poor house 
siding, at the corner of Ridge Avenue^ 
JCngineer John McCall, of Littlestown, 
was in the cab. Engineer McCall shut off 
the steam and applied the air as soon as 
he saw that iiomething was wrong, but it 
was too Jtf.te to prevent the trouble.

Into an open Switch. 
York, April 29,—Running at the rate of 
30 miles an hour the passenger train on 
tho Pennsylvania railroad, due in Hanov­ 
er from Philadelphia at 9:02 p. m., last 
evening ran into an open switch near the 
Diamond silk mill, a short distance east of 
York, and crashed into a draft of freight 
cars standing on the siding. Railroad of­ 
ficials in York say there is some indiea- 
tions that the accident was the result of 
an attempt at train wrecking. While none 
of the passengers were seriously injured, 
few escaped without bruises or scratches. 
The train Was made up of baggage and 
express cars, two day coaches and a par­ 
lor car. When the collision occurred one 
of the box cars was lifted off the the rails 
by the locomotive and piled on its end. 
The engineer remained at the throttle and 
brouglit the train to a standstill. Three 
l)ox cars were wrecked. The passenger 
train withstood Ail the shock of the colli­ 
sion, but one coaoh being derailed. Many 
of the windows were broken. 
The accident occurred on the poor house 
siding, at the corncr of Ridge Avenue» 
Engineer John McCall, of I^ittlesiown, 
was in the cab. Engineer McCall shut off 
the steam and applied the air as soon as 
he saw that something was wrong, but it 
wae too Jii.te to prevent tho trouble.

their whale, are they obliged to wrest 
tholr booty from a troop of ravenous 
Polar bears, angrily disputing posses- 
sion of their prize. The thrilling story 
of such an unparalleled encounter was 
aiarrated to mo under the following 
ch'cumslances: 


It was a lovely evening in Tune when 
(we swung clear of Tort-aux-Basques 
Harbor,, and, catching a light land 
t)reeze, steered northwards 
towards 
the coasts of Labrador. Our craft was 
a smart Nova Scotia-built schooner of 
about a hundred and fifty tons, and 
our crew were picked from a settle- 
ment of the nearest modern representa- 
tives of the old Norsemen—the sturdy 
fishing folk of the Iron-bound coasts 
of Newfoundland, 
I was peculiarly 
attracted by the first mate. 
Harry 
Jewer, a man still in the prime of life, 
(With hard-bitten, 
weather-roughened 
features, yet -with a merry twinkle in 
Lis eye that bespoke a happy Hiber- 
nian temperament and n capacity for 
facing Avith equal cheerfulness the 
sunshine and the storm of an adven- 
turous career. 
His face M'as tanned 
like leather with being so often set 
against the blinding glare of sunshine 
from illimitable glistening 
fields 
of 
drifting ice^ and deeply scarred and 
seamed 
by repeated 
scourgings 
of 
fierce winds armed with slinging ice 
fragments, which smite like the knot- 
tod cords of cruel whips. 


Notwithstanding this hard and per- 
ilous mode of life his character had 
been fashioned Into a hearty admira- 
tion of thl$ awful beauty, grandeur 
and terror of the great Arctic solitude. 
Like many others of his class, he was 
captivated by tJie fascinating glamor 
iwhich the Arctic casts like a spell upon 
those who have once penetrated its 
mysteries. 
Aii opporttinity came to 
listen to the tale of his varied exploits 
.when suddenly one afternoon the wind 
grew light, and we ran into a heavy 
smoke-like bank of grey fog which ob- 
scured all around us. When at length 
iWe emerged thei^e was no breath of 
iWind. 
The sun beat down on a sea 
motionless and becalmed. 


At this moment, to my great de- 
light, Harry, pulling at his blackened 
clay pipe, tainting the balmy sea air 
iWith pungent odors, seated himself at 
my side and told me the following 
tale of a strange adventure that befell 
him In the Far North: 


It was in Lancastci; Sound, on board 
the good ship Aurora, that I found my- 
self in the summer of 1890. 
We wore 
after **rlght" whales, and had already' 
taken five on this voyage. AViiiJe near- 
ly all our casks -were full to bursting 
»with oil. we had room to stow away 
the blubber of yet another carcass. 
This the crew were anxious to accom- 
plish as speedily as possible, for after 
a nightless period, the sun was Jiow 
beginning to dip each day below the 
horizon for a few iiours at a streich, 
and cool fitful norllnvesters were giv- 
ing warning of the approach of winter. 
If only we could secure our booty and 
turn our course to the south, "with 
the Newfoundland girls pulling at the 
low-rope," as the saying is in the 
fo'c's'le, everyone Avould 
be 
happy. 
For although the seafarer, wherever 
you find him, cannot remain content 
ashore for long, ono of the greatest 
of ail the pleasures of his calling js 
the return home with a pocket full of 
coin after a successful voyage, 


A good Greenland or Arctic "right" 
whale is worth a lot of money, ''Right" 
whales are tliose producing whak4)une, 
and a good specimen is worth at least 
six hundred to seven iuuulred pounds. 
There are oilier large whales which 
iWe let alone—the ''iinners" or rorquals, 
and even the giant "blue whales," as 
the biggest of them are uot worth ono- 
tenih part of the value of the *'right" 
.whale. 
Of late these valuable prizes, 
as -well as the "sperm" whale, are 
getting scarce, but in those days they 
.were abundant. 
Kach man was sure 
to come home with a snug little sum 
to his credit, what with wnspa and liis 
share of the "bounty," as the men's 
;jarrow percentage of interest in the 
net profits is termed. 


"Thei'e she blows!" AJ) hearts fairly 
throbbed for joy as the look-out from 
the "crow's nest" cJieerily shouted the 
glad 3jews of an 
enormous 
"right" 
iWiiale sighted against the sun in the 
oilijig. 
lillthely the ropes sang out 
through the tackle-bJocks while the 
men took their places, and as the little 
ilotlIJa of boats darted away 
witli 
alacrity from the black sides of the 
gi'cat ship, like so many arrows shot 
from a bow, a strange gleam came 
into the ;neh's eyes, and their bronzed 
faces relaxed /n a smile as if they al- 
ready anticipated theJr triumph. 
j 


They made towards a spot where 
at intervals of from ten to fifteen min- 
utes a wiilte column of spray was seen 
to shoot high in the air from the ex- 
tremity of a black rolling mass which 
glittered in the sun's rays like wet 
indiarubber. 
My boat led, and all 
liands gave me a cheer when I threw 
the harpoon, which with a heavy thud 
embedded itself deeply behind the huge 
central fin of the mighty whale. Those 
were the *'gooil old days" of whaling, 
before the craft was made compara- 
tively easy by'modern methods; be- 
fore the days of the fast steamship 
armed -with the fatal "harpoon gun." 


After the stroke the whale sudtlenly 
headed away from the boats, sent up 
an enormous Jet of water and blood 
some twenty feet in the air, lashed the 
water into foam with a terrible fiurry 
of his gigantic tail, and then suddenly 
dipped beneath the surface of 
the 
ocean. 
To such a vast depth did he 
plunge in his agony of pain and fright 
that two boats were compelled to join 
their lines to ours; and three times he 
dlVed, staying under nearly 
twenty 
minutes on each occasion, before we 
could get near enough to lance him in 
a vital part. 
Unfortunately, as .he 
spetl away he drew on the boats to- 
wards a large field of ice known to be 
in the vicinity before it was actually 
sighted, because of the extraordinary 
coldness pervading the atmosphere. 


As the custom is with a wounded 
whale, iie made to get under the ice 
in hot haste. The only chance for suc- 
cess was to finish him before he disap- 
peared beneath the floe. He -would 
have to come up once more to breathe 
before he could dive beneath the ice- 
floor, and we got ready to dispatch 
him.' 
Soon the line began to grow 
slack, and up, up he came with start- 
ling speed. 
For a few minutes there 
was an awful flurry on the surface, 
while our boat became entirely ob- 
scured by the flying spume. The crea- 
ture had been pierced with lances xm- 
tll the water was reddened with blood, 
yet so padded with fat was he after 
his summer's gorging on herrings that 
the lances failed to reach a vital organ. 
To our great chagrin he dived under 
the ice, and. as the boats could now no 
longer follow him beyound the edge 
of the ice-fleld, the order was reluct- 
antly given to cut the line, abandon 
the prize, and return to the ship. Very 
keen was the disappointment of the 
men. 
Here was a fine whale "gone 
to the deuce!" 
Gone, too, cut clean 
away from the grasp of the men, was 
half a ton of good whalebone. 
How- 
ever, there was a feeling pervading 
the fo'c's'le all that evening that 1 
would not yet give up, but would or- 
ganize a searcl) party, and each one 
hoped that he might be one of those 
chosen to go out to try and retrieve 
the lost booty. 


On 
the 
morning 
following, 
after 
thinking the matter over, 1 decided 
that the whale must be dead, as the 
lances liad been driven Avell home, and 
had drawn so much blood. 
Thereupon 
I picked out six of the best men on 
board to help me hunt for the carcass. 
Two rifles were stowed in the boat, 
and enough biscuit to last the seven 
of us for a couple of days. 


All day the men rowed Jiard. while I 
swept the sea with my glasses. 
The 
vast ice-floe had slowly drifted south- 
ward, and it was a long time ere we 
came up with it, which we did to- 
wards nightfall. 
In the clear water 
behind its wake we made out an island 
of black rock fringed with a wide 
tawny sand beach, and soon wo sight- 
ed something unusual on a yellow bar 
that ran far out from the islajid among 
the beating waves, 
I'resently, to our 
great joy, it revealed itself as the 
stranded body of the dead Avhale, 


The men were delighted at the pros- 
pect of recovering the valuable whale- 
bone, for here was prize enough even 
if It became necessary to abandon the 
blubber. 


That night wo camped in a sheltered 
cove of the island, and needing no rock- 
ing, for we were tired out after our 
long pull. 
"NViiat M'as our astonish- 
ment next morning Avhen we found 
our prize in possession of a company 
of Polar bears! 
There were a roujjd 
dozen of them—not to speak 
of 
a 
couple of yearling cubs which kept 
elosu to theh' dams—all flghtlng, snarl- 
ing and tearing at the flesh of the 
whale. 
It Avas evident that a pitched 
battle •would be necessary to decide 
whether the carcass belonged to us 
who had killed the whale or to the 
bears who were now in full possession. 
Bigger than grizzlies, at times raising 
to their full height as dancing bears 
are trained to do, the monsters before 
us bore out tlie reputation of Lancas- 
ter Sound for its extremely large breed 
cf bears, noted for their ravenous pro- 
pensltit^s and extreme daring and fer- 
ocity. 


It was at the ebb of the tide—deed 


low water—when we decided to make 
our attack. 
The boat was brought 
round and headed towards the sand- 
spit where lay the stranded body of 
the whale. The feeding bears had ap- 
pai*ently seented battle from afar, for 
two of the biggest took to the water 
and swam far out towards the boat. 
These became an easy prey, for they 
were 
dispatched 
while 
swimming 
alongside; but there still remained ten, 
and of these ten, five were indeed for- 
midable monsters. 
Seeing the fate of 
their companions, the remainder 
of 
those which liad entered the water 
returned to the beach. 
Five lined up 
in front of the whale, while the other 
five. Including the two she-bears with 
their cubs, fell to the rear of the car- 
cass—exactly like ii fighting corps held 
in reserve. The receding tide had left 
a broad border of shelving sand, so 
that when our party landed we wer6 
still some sixty yards from the front 
squad of bears. 


A trusted shot at one end of the line 
and myself at the other were armed 
each with a rifle and had fifty rounds 
of ball cartridge between us. 
The 
other men were equipped with long 
whalers' lances. I opened the conflict 
by dropping on my right knee and tak- 
ing deliberate aim at the largest-bear. 
There was a moment's pause. 
Then 
came the sharp report of the rifle fol- 
lowed by an angry roar, and through 
the smoke, the bear, 
only 
slightly 
wounded, made a rush at us. 
The 
spearmen promptly fell back, but the 
other I'lflemau knelt down with great 
coolness and discharged his gun at the 
fui^ious animal. 
Again, however, the 
wound was not fatal. Springing to hie 
feet the man made a lunge at the in- 
furiated bear with his empty guu, but 
with a swift blow the great brute sent 
the rifle flying in the air, and with an- 
other laid low the unfortunate sailor. 
The forepaws of the bear M'ore laid on 
the shoulders of the prostrate man, and 
the hind feet were being brought to 
bear with repeated efforts to rip his 
tough tarpaulin jacket, when, carried 
away by my excitement, I rushed up 
and, with the muzzle of my guu held 
almost at the ear of the savage beast, 
literally blew its head to fragments. 
Unmindful of a few hurts and a stream 
of blood trickling from his face and 
neck, the fallen man, to our amaze- 
ment, jumped to his feet and, appar- 
ently half-crazed by his recent maul- 
ing, performed something very like a 
war-ilance on the dead body of his late 
assailant. 


The bears now appeared to be some- 
what cowed by the death of their com- 
rades. The reserve line was weakened 
by the desertion of the two she-bears 
with their cubs, and the four monsters 
In the front rank did not seem much 
inclined to take the aggressive. 


All wild beasts, however, will usually 
forget their fear of man on three oc- 
casions: at mating time, when their 
young are in danger, and Avhen their 
food is threatened. There was nothing 
for it. therefore, but to keep blazing 
away at the front guard until all were 
wounded. 
Finally, I ordered an ad- 
vance of my little force, whereupon 
the 
disconcerted 
animals 
suddenly 
broke and fled, carrying away the rear 
line in their retreat. 
The bears :were 
utterly routed. 


Wo were now kept busy for hours 
In skinning the slain bears and in cut- 
ting out the whalebone from the Jaws 
of the prize. Then, well satisfled with 
our Avork. we loaded down the boat 
with our spoils and proceeded on our 
way to rejoin the ship. But our perils 
were not yet over. 
A breeze sprang 
up which rapidly developed into a 
gale, accompanied by blinding sleet 
and snow showers, until our position 
grew liazardous in the exti^eme. 
Great 
white-capped M'aves broke over the 
heavy-laden boat, and we were kept 
Incessantly occupied baling out the wa- 


tov. 


Nevertheless we rowed on doggedly 
for hours, until at length our wrist.? 
greAv swollen, and It really seemed as 
if out of the peril of the bears we had 
rushed into a greater danger 
still. 
Fainter and fainter grew our hopes of 
safety, as the gale rose and the bil- 
lows rushed past madly, driven to fury 
by (he scourging blasts. 


Suddenly, through a rift in the driv- 
ing storm-clouds the awful form of a 
towering iceberg was seen, rearing its 
glistening columns against the dull 
greyness of the snow-darkened sky. 
The weather-side of the iceberg re- 
ceived the full shock of the long, grey- 
green rollers as they swung up and 
broke again and again over its shelv*

Quickly 
we Foized the proffered opportunity. 
By herculean efforts the boat w^as 
brought up against the full force of 
opposing wind and tide, and safely 
steered to the lee-side of the Iceberg. 
Then the ice anchor Avas got out ajid 
she was made fast to the giant berg. 
The next danger which confronted us 
was that in the long wait we might 
perish 
of 
cold. 
<l'here 
was coffee 
aboard and fresh water, but how were 
we to manage for fuel and cooking 
utensils? 
I thought for a momeijt. 
and then ordered the men to pare off 
wood shavings from the thwarts, floor- 
ing and gunwale pf the boat until we 
collected a good-sized parcel of fuel. 
Fur a stov.e we perforateiJ the bot- 
tom of a large kettle, hanging a smaller 
one over the fire. Soon we were abJe 


to pass round a draught of steaming 
hot coffee, which wonderfully cheered 
our spirits. This was repeated towards 
the break of day. - Then the storm 
gradually subsided, and we knew that 
the danger was over. 
Once more we 
steered our course to the ship, and 
finally 
arrived safely with the rich 
prize of the whalebone which had cost 
us so much labor and peril. 


Some of the rest of the crow were 
anxious to be allowed to visit the de- 
relict carcass for another bear hunt, 
but the captain v a s known to hold 
-white bears in high respect, and it 
surprised nobody when he announced 
his immediate intention of proceedlnii 
homewards. 
And so the ship's course 
was set towards the Straits of Belle- 
isle, where, like a jagged tooth gnaw- 
ing at the Arctic current, the Island 
of Newfoundland rears its rocky bas- 
tions out of the cold, ice-laden seas.

TRAPPED IN AN ICE JAM.

h e Knik Rlvor, as a 
at the map Avill show, is a 
small, unimportant stream In 
Soutlnvcstorn Alaska which 
empties into the Knlk Ann, a shallow 
Indentation I’rom the head of Cook’s 
Inlet. 
Whou the icc in this river 
breaks up in the spring It collects in 
the arm, which is really a wide estu­ 
ary, whore for daj’^s, and sometimes a 
week, the iioe formed siiri?es back and 
forth with the tide, until finally It all 
works its way out to sea. 
As the tide of the arm comos in Avlth 
a small bore the iloatln.ii ice Is swept 
back up stream Avilb great force, and 
the waters of the estuary being thickly 
studded with bars, the tide driven floe 
often jams ou them and piles up to a 
great beight. 
It was In one of these 
jams that John Hardman, a young 
naturalist, who had come to Alaska in 
the interests of a zoological society in 
one of our Eastern cities, had an ex­ 
tremely perilous experience 
in 
the 
spring of 1001, Avhlle voyaging up the 
arm on his way inland. 
Hardman was bound for the head 
waters of the river, for the purpose of 
capturing alive some of the mountain 
Bheep so plentiful there. 
Owing to 
the fact that the lambs must be taken. 
If at all, when very young, he was in a 
hurry to reach the mountains. 
So when the ice broke up he did not 
wait for it to go out to spa, but started 
aboat the first of May from* the head 
of Cook’s Inlet with his party of four- 
one white man named Caulklns and 
three Knik Indians—in a large river 
boat or scow. He intended to fight his 
way through the vast fioe that filled 
the arm. 
As at fills lime It was possible to 
travel only when the tide was setting 
In, the method, of proceeding was to 
wait until the bore passed and then 
launch the boat among the ice 'fields 
behind, rowing Avhen the water was 
open enough and drifting with the cur­ 
rent when the cakes closed in around. 
To prevent the boat from being crushed 
when the Ice Jammed on the numerous 
bars required untiring vigilance and 
prompt action, but Caulkins handled 
the scow so skilfully that for four 
hours the first run with the tide had all 
gone well. 
Then suddenly a wide area of the floe 
began to pile up on a bar directly In 
front of the voyagers. Fortunately for 
their lives they were near shore. By 
quick work they succeeded in gettting 
the boat to land before the Ice could 
close up and catch them. To drag the 
clumsy scow Avith its cargo of SOO 
pounds of provisions out on the Ice- 
heaped bank w^as no small feat, yet 
they did It. 
Here in safety they Avatched the floe 
make Itself Into miniature mountains 
of blo^'ks on the chain of bars across 
the arm, until at last the tide spent its 
force and began to recede, carrying 
back all the ice not jammed fast on 
the shallows. Left on the largest bar 
about half a mile out was a huge, Ir­ 
regular heap of big cakes, most of 
them fully three feet thick, AVhlch cov­ 
ered about two acres and was nearly 
forty feet high. On the smaller bars 
beyond, with open channels between, 
were several other mounds not so 
large, and in the broad channel be­ 
tween the shore and the big mound 
was an uneven field of tightly packed 
Ice. As they could not get any further 
at present camp was made to Avalt for 
tho tide of the next morning in the 
hope that by then the Jam >vould be 
broken. 
But in the morning It was found 
the tide which had come in during the 
night Instead of breakijig the barrier 
had only added more lee to it an<l 
somewhat chanjfed Its shape. 
It was 
not safe to attempt to run the narrow 
channels now; the only thing to do Avas 
to wait until the Insetting current 
should clear a passage for them. Per­ 
haps the next tide would do this. 
At about 9 o'clock Hardman, Inking 
his «camera, left camp alone to get a 
closer view of the jam and some pic­ 
tures of tho. mounds. Going along Iho 
Bhore about a mile he came to the 
portion of the floe stuck in tho wide 
channel. 
It made a j)erfectly safe 
bridge clear across to the main bar, 
and over this he made his way to the 
base of the great white pile of jagged 
|>lockg. 
After taking two or three photo­ 
graphs at favorable poluts Le was 


seized with a desire to get a view from 
the summit. 
Climbing up by way of 
the front slope, 'Nvhlch was a long and 
quite easy ascent, he was a third of 
tho distance to ihe top when he 
reached a giant cake, broken in two in 
the centre. The lower half lay at an 
angle of forty-five degrees, the upper 
half at not more than thirty. Between 
the two was a crack three feet wide, 
and beneath it an opening several feet 
deep. 
Resting for a moment on the upper 
edge of the under cake, Hardman 
stepped upon the one above, not notic­ 
ing how insecure was its position. In­ 
stantly his foot slipped and he fell Into 
the crack between. He clutched at tho 
slippery edge as he went down, hung 
suspended by his arms for a sccond, 
then, his hands loosing their hold, ho 
dropped just in time to escape being 
crushed. For the lightly poised block 
had been started downward by his 
weight, and era shed against the lower 
one as he struck in a heap below. He 
was caught like a squirrer in a box 
trap in a narrow, irregular space among 
the blocks, about three feet wide, five 
feet long and six feet high. 
For a moment Hardman did not re­ 
alize the gravity of his situation. He 
felt sure that he could cut himself out 
with’his jack knife, or at least make a 
hole througJi 'which he could signal to 
camp for i^elp by thrusting out his 
coat and waving It. The sunlight fil­ 
tering in through a chink gave promise 
of this, and helped to relievo tho semi­ 
darkness of his prison. 
He inspected his camera in a leis­ 
urely fashion, glad to find that It had 
not been in the least injured by the 
fall, took out his knife and then looked 
at his Avatch. 
It was 10 o’clock; the 
tide was due at three minutes of 12. 
Then all at once the peril of his posi­ 
tion flashed upon him; the tide would 
set the W'hole jam in motion, perhaps 
demolish It. If he did not escape he 
would be ground to powder. 
One 
movement of a cake would annihilate 
him. 
For an awful moment a sickening 
terror clutched him, but shaking it off 
he began to make a calculation. 
He 
had just one hour and fifty-seven min­ 
utes in which to cut his way out and 
get ashore. Could he do it? A tunnel 
large enough for the passage of his 
body must be made through more than 
thirty inches of hard, brittle ice by 
means of a rather slender knife blade. 
Selecting the most vulnerable point 
of attack, the slight crack between the 
cake that formed We cover of the trap 
and the one that formed the lower 
wall, he began chipping away the ice. 
At first he Avorked v.Mlh feverish anx­ 
iety, but gradually his usual coolness 
returned. 
When he had cut steadily upv»^ard to 
a depth of ten inches, he noticed that 
he Avas letting the hole get smaller 
the deeper it went into the ice. If. the 
dimensions were allowed to decrease 
anj’' more he saw that the hole Avould 
be much too narrow for his exit by 
the time the cake Avas pierced. 
So, 
beginning at the bottom, he enlarged 
the tunnel until It seemed to him that 
its necessary convergence would still 
leave a wide enough opening when the 
surface Avas reached. 
Soon operations Avere again delayed. 
He was obliged to stop and cut foot­ 
holds in the almost perpendicular side 
of the lower wall that he might raise 
himself enough to work Avith advan­ 
tage. 
At last, judging that he had cut 
half Avay,. Hardman looked at his 
watch again. 
It was seven minutes 
past eleven. He had been sixty-seven 
minutes in cutting the easier half. 
Only fifty minutes remained; it seemed 
useless to go on. 
“Time and tldo Avalt for no man;” 
the trite old adage struck Jiim Avith a 
new and appalling force. But he must 
and would get out in time. 
His de­ 
spair gave way to resolution, and he 
set to Avork with renewed vigor, strik­ 
ing so foreibly that the blade threat­ 
ened to break at every jab. 
Althougii surrounded AA'ith walls of 
ice, Hardman's Avhole body dripped 
Avith perspiration. 
Every muscle in 
his arms and shoulders fiched Intoli- 
erably Avitli'the strain of clinging to 
the vertical wall and picking away 
the relentlees ice overhead. 
Showers 
of chips poured down upon his face, 
half blinding him, and be worked in a 


great measure by guess. 
Yet bIo w Ij 
the tunnel was cut upward inch bj 
Inch until he estimated there could b< 
no more than three inches left. 
At this point he was seized with s 
lurking fear that another block from 
above would slip doAvn and double 
the thickness of the cover. In a frenzj 
of haste he struck recklessly. 
The 
blade snapped short off at the handle 
Not daring to look at his watch 
Hardman opened the small blade, and 
steadying his nerves, began again, 
very carefully now. A dozen stroke? 
and the knife pierced clear through 
the cake. There Avas nothing on top 
He listened for tho roar of the ex* 
pected tide, but the only sounds he 
heard were the soft lapping of the 
A\^aves at the foot of tho jam and the 
hoarse scream of a -raven Avheeling 
In the still air high overhead. 
Cutting out the opening to a size 
sufficient, he thought, to permit the 
egress of his body, Hardman grasped 
the upper edge and raised himself until 
the top of his head. Avas above the 
level of the ice. Then the breadth of 
his shoulders refused to let him go 
farther. 
As he struggled vainly, a sullen roar 
far down the arm heralded the coming 
of the tide. 
It Avas now or never! 
With a sudden Inspiration Hardman 
dropped back, pulled off his thick 
outer coat, and then, Avith almost su­ 
perhuman 
strength 
forced 
himself 
slowly upward out of the vise-like 
grip of the narroAV opening. 
lie rose to his feet, free of an icy 
tomb at last; but he found there was 
no time to cross to the shore before 
the ice-laden Avave of the bore Avould 
strike. 
It was already Avithin five 
hundred yards of him. 
KnoAVing that it Avould take many 
times more force to move the jam 
resting on the bar than it Avould to 
move the field in the channel, Hard­ 
man quickly realized that tho best 
thing to do Avas to stay on the mound. 
The safest place Avas at the summit; 
so to the one big cake forming the 
pinnacle he made his Avay, and crouch­ 
ing on its slanting surface, vraited. 
Over to the southwest was the camp 
in thQ shadow of the foot-hills. 
No 
one AA’as in sight. There Avas no use 
in shooting to let his men know of his 
danger, for above the roar of the 
water his voice Avould not carry half 
tho distance. 
Nor could the men aid 
him if they should hear. So in silence 
he turned his glance to the foaming 
crest of the advancmg Avave, noting 
the endless stretch of dull white ice 
following it. 
The mound, extending down farther 
than the shoreward ice, was the first 
to receive the shock. 
Although the 
whole mass shuddered, it held firm as 
the first of the monster cakes carried 
by the bore struck, reared up, and 
began to accumulate at the beginning 
of the slope. 
The packed field near 
shore gave Avay a little, became con­ 
vulsed throughout its entire length, 
yet still hung in the passage. Out on 
the other side the open channels be 
came obstructed, so that the progress 
of the floe A\^as now checked clear 
across the arm. This made the pres­ 
sure on the mound terrific. 
Driven on by the immeasurable 
force behind, cakes weighing a hun­ 
dred tons were heaved and pushed up 
the Incline toward Hardman, as if 
they Avere nothing but chips. 
With 
fascinated gaze he watched the huge 
blocks climb higher and higher, and 
saw them pile up A\ith a grinding, 
crunching sound three deep over the 
trap out of which he had just escaped. 
The sight made beads of cold perspira­ 
tion stand out on ills forehead. 
As the floe drove in harder, the 
tumbling, heaving cakcs crept upward; 
the mound trembled and Avas shoved 
backward. The block on which Hard­ 
man stood rocked Avith the pressure; 
it seemed about to topple over and 
pitch down the steep declivity at the 
back. 
Then there came a mighty roar, a 
crash and a chaos of grating, crack­ 
ling noises—the jammed floe In tho 
inward channel had broken loose at

It Avas SAviftly adopted, however, indiscriminately for all 
political speakers. 
The spellbinders of 1804, rightly or Avrongly, at least left their parly for 
conscience's sake and gaA^e their services to their cause. Even to-day a majority 
of political sneakers are absolutely impaid. 
Of course, one hears stories of 
fees of ?10,000 paid to a noted Democrat for campaign services against Mr. 
Bryan in 1800, and of fees of $300 a night paid to a noted Independent Avho op­ 
posed ^Ir. Harrison, In addition, however, to Congressmen and Senators, and 
State and local office-holders Avho give their services, there are hundreds of 
speakers of various political faiths, Avho neither hold nor expect to hold public 
office, A\’'ho AN'ould regard the ofifer of payment for a political speech as an in­ 
sult. 
NoA'-ertheless, the spellbinder must get Avhat comfort he can from the 
irlumph of his cause, for the Avorld Avill not credit him Avith disinterestedness, 
and his best friends (out of politics) think him hired. 
The orator of an earlier generation has had his day. 
The modern spell­ 
binder, like the man of business, the soldier, the Salvation Army evangelist, 
concerns himself more Avith results than conventional methods, AVith matter 
rather tiian form,—Scribner’s.

A Daintsr Wny of Cooking Kct ks. 
I was out at lunch the other day, 
and though food and its preparation 
are not my province, I nevertheless 
venture to toll of a dish which was 
delicious in the extreme, and has the 
great merit of being so simple that 
any one may prepare It with little or 
no trouble and in a very short time. It 
consists of an egg cooked in a tomato. 
A firm, fresh tomato of sufficient size 
Is selected, tho top is cut oir, and the 
inside is scooped out just enough to 
contain a whole egg. 
The egg Is 
cracked into a cup without the yolk 
being broken, and then poured into 
the tomato. Salt and pepper are add­ 
ed, aud the tomato is put into the 
oven. 
When tb? egg is cooked the 
tomato will be found just right also. 
My hostess, who lived for many years 
in Portugal, told me this was a Portu­ 
guese method, and I strongly commend 
it to people who like eggs and toma­ 
toes, and who are tired of ordinary 
tomato omelette—New York Herald.

washes. Experlrnent on a little piece 
before beginning, as some skins absorb 
more than others. A rose design, with 
blossoms in soft pink and leaves and 
stems in pale green, is effective on rf 
gray skin.

BIftyonnaise Xlrefltinjc- 
To make a thoroughly good mayon 
naise dressing allow one egg to half 
a pint of oil, half a teaspoonful of salt, 
a dash of caj^enne pepper and lemon 
juice as required. Stand the oil and 
the egg ‘in the refrigerator until 
thoroughly chilled, and when about to 
mix the dressing place a bowl in a 
pan of ice water. Drop the yolk of the 
egg carefully Into the bowl and set the 
white ciJde. Dip the oil onto the yolk 
drop by drop, stirring with a silver 
or wooden fork until a smooth paste 
is formed. Then continue pouring the 
oil, but slightly faster and alternating 
with a drop or two of lemon juice. 
When the entire quantity of oil is 
exhausted add the salt and the pepper 
and lemon juice to suit the taste. The 
dressing should be rich, smooth and of 
about the consistency of thick cream. 
If, as sometimes happens, it shows a 
tendency to curdle in the progress of 
making or becomes too thick so It will 
not pour from the spoon, add a little 
of the white of the egg beaten stiff. 
If in spite of all these precautions the 
dressing should curdle, take another 
egg and begin again dropping the 
curdled mayonnaise slowly into it aud 
stirring vigorously all the while.— 
Washington Star.
